positors of the institution. 
So great 
however, is the confidence of the people 
in President Iiemstead and the other 
officials that there is no panicy feeling 
in evidence, and all depositors accept 
tile doctors statement of yesterday that 
all d epositor will be paid in full, and 
they will only be inconvenienced by hav­ 
ing their money held 
up pending the 
investigation by the officials. 
Ordinar­ 
ily the temporary suspension of a bank 
in a city is felt by the other banks, but 
tho matter was taken here so candy that 
the business of the First National bank 
has been affected in no other manner 
than a large increase in deposits due to 
the suspension of business by the N. P. 
bank. 
This, of course, is due in a large 
measure to the well known solid and 
substantial character of t tie First N a­ 
tional bank, but h also evidence of the 
confidence of the people in the solidity 
of the business institutions of the city 
generally. 
Public examiner Kerst is continuing 
his investigation today, but stated that 
he had nothing new to state at present, 
but would probably be able to make a 
full statement tomorrow or surely the 
next day. 
The bank officials continue 
to reiterate that all claims against the 
bank will bepaid in full and the bank 
will be reorganized and placed on 
a 
sounder ba-is than ever. 
Public funds to quite a large extent 
were deposited in the bank. 
The coun 
ty ’s balance there is between thirteen 
and fourteen thousand dollars, which, 
however, is well secured by bondsmen 
in the improbable event that tin* bank 
did not pay in full. 
Some of the teachers iii the public 
schools will be somewhat embarrassed 
by the closing of the bank. 
As they 
were paid there most of them kept their 
money there on deposit. 
As school 
closes in ten days those who live outside 
of the city will be inconvenienced by 
having their money tied up if the bank 
is not reopened by the time they leave 
for their homes w hen school closes.

Not much attem pt is m ade to raise 
forest trees nowadays. The straggling 
tree claims show how fruitless is such 
an effort. T he growth of cottonwoods 
on the bottom lands of the creeks is 
fairly successful, and here and there is 
a house surrounded by th rifty trees 
and hedges, but they are the exception. 
Irrigated gardens are frequent, and 
some of them are as fruitful as any 
that could be found on fa rm s in the 
eastern p a rt of the state. The people 
are learning how to do things.

ground, 
even a lte r fifteen or twenty years of 
neglect, still has the m arkings of the 
corn rows w here was planted the last 
crop. 
"T lie newcomers are breaking the 
sod," explained an early settler. "They 
come out here ami buy land, hire a lot 
of it broken, and will return in time to 
put in sod wheat. 
Some are coming 
now you can see them unloading their 
goods (low n ut the station. 
E asterners 
think they can m ake fortunes raising 
wheat, and the success of the last few 
year i ha. 
been wonderful. 
We who 
have been bere and tried It don’t do it 
as a steady thing. 
The mixed stock 
and grain Idea is the one th a t wins.”
